The Director of the Division of Waste Management and Radiation Control is requesting public comment
on a proposed licensing action to revise the EnergySolutions (Licensee) LLRW and 11e.(2) Construction
Quality Assurance/Quality Control Manual (CQA/QC Manual), which is a part of Radioactive Material
Licenses (RML) UT2300249 and UT2300478, respectively for the Clive facilities near Clive, Tooele
County, Utah.

A 46-day public comment period for the proposed licensing action will commence on December 6, 2016
by publication of this notice in the Salt Lake Tribune, the Deseret Morning News and the Tooele
Transcript Bulletin.

Written comments will be accepted until the close of business on January 23, 2017 and should be
directed either by correspondence to the Division mailing address at P.O. Box 144880, Salt Lake City,
UT 84114-4850, street address at 195 North 1950 West, Salt Lake City, UT 84116 or by email to
dwmrcpublic@utah.gov.

A public hearing will be scheduled if requested by December 16, 2016. The hearing, if requested, will
be on Tuesday, January 10, 2017 from 4:00 p.m. to 5:00 p.m. The purpose of the public hearing is to
take comments from the public and to answer questions relating to the proposed revisions to
EnergySolutions” LLRW and 11e.(2) CQA/QC Manual. A hearing officer will manage the hearing and
the hearing will be recorded and transcribed. The public hearing will be held in the DEQ Board Room,
Room 1015, at the Utah Department of Environmental Quality, 195 North 1950 West, Salt Lake City
Utah.

Interested persons must submit their questions to the Director by December 21, 2016. If a question
relies on information that is not in the record, that information should also be provided with the
question. Those who submitted questions will be allowed to follow up with additional questions based
on the response provided. All questions submitted will be considered part of the record. After
completion of the 46-day public comment period and the public hearing (if requested), the Division will
analyze the information received from the public prior to final action on the proposed changes to the
CQA/QC Manual.

Under Utah Code Ann. Section 19-1-301.5, a person who wishes to challenge a licensing action must do
so in an adjudicatory proceeding and may only raise an issue or argument that he or she has previously
raised during the public comment period. Further, the issue or argument must be one that is supported
by sufficient information or documentation to enable the Director to fully consider the substance and
significance of the issue.
